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BOTTLES—A FEW TIPS 
As always, please leave your dig site 
better than when you found it. 

ASK PERMISSION TO DIG. 

Offer a few bottles to the owners. They may not 
want them but your offer will be appreciated. 

The following is a summary of the “Bottle Dig¬ 
ger’s Code of Ethics” from the San Diego Bottle 
Club: 

*Respect property rights and all warning signs. 
*To respect both public and private property, al¬ 
ways obtain valid permission to search, probe, 
or dig on the property. 

*Do NOT park illegally and DO park so that 
others vehicles can get out. 

*Upon entering public or private property, do 
NOT damage or destroy any property improve¬ 
ments on the site. 

*After digging on a site, try to leave all land and 
vegetation as it was by taking the necessary time 
to properly fill all holes and re-root plans when 
possible. 

*Remove or bury existing litter and all unwanted 
items from your search area, leaving it cleaner 
than you found it. 


BOTTLE CLEANING 
DO NOT attempt to clean your new find 
in the field. It is easy to break the bottle or 
otherwise damage the embossing or any 
label. 

First, remove as much loose dirt and parti¬ 
cles with a small hand brush or soft bristled 
toothbrush and follow with a quick warm 
water rinse. Then use a warm water solution 
and bleach (be sure to stir first) soak the 
bottles for a number of days. This should 
remove most of the excess grime. 
Experienced collectors do use cleaning mix¬ 
tures such as straight ammonia, kerosene. 
Lime-Away, Mr. Clean, and chlorine bleach. 
Do not use mixtures that are not recom¬ 
mended for cleaning glass. Do NOT use 
acids of any type. NEVER mix cleaners as 
this can create toxic gasses and poisonous 
vapors and fumes. 

After soaking you may then clean with a 
bottlebrush, steel wool, an old toothbrush, 
any semi-stiff brush, cotton swabs or dental 
picks. Be sure to soak the bottles again in 
lukewarm water to remove any traces of 
cleaning materials. If the bottle has a label
